POISONS IN MUEDEE. 


THE USE OF THE SUBTLER DRUGS 


SELDOM BROUGHT TO LIGHT. 


Strychnine and Arsenic Are Clamiy 


Agents ot Death, an Their 'Trace* 
Ilomaln In the Victim Indefinitely. 
Poisons In Novels and Plays. 
"A recent newspaper article," said a 


physician, "called attention to two 
cuiious facts, or rather, alleged facts, 
about poison. First, that It Is so sel- 
dom resorted to by murderers, and, 
second, that its use la almost invaria- 
bly followed by detection. One might 
answer both statements with the ques- 
tion: How do we know? How do we 
know that the few clumsy cases that 
come to light represent the sum of that 
clnd of crime? 


"It is undeniably true that there are 


:ertaln drugs which, if administered 
with skill, would be almost Impossible 
to detect Their symptoms are practi- 
cally identical with those of familiar 
diseases, and a little while after death 
they decompose, change form and dis- 
appear. 


"It would be possible, too, to innocu- 


late a victim with the germs of some 
deadly malady. He would then go to 
his grave with a real case of consump- 
tion or pneumonia or lockjaw, and 
there would be nothing to arouse the 
shadow of suspicion. I believe firmly 
that such crimes are committed and 
never discovered, but I believe also 
that they are very rare. The real safe- 
guard of a community lies In the fact 
that so few murderers possess the req- 
uisite skill. 


"Educated people seldom commit de- 


liberate murder," continued the doctor, 
"and 
the uneducated mind Instinctive- 


ly associates poison with two sub- 
stances—arsenic and strychnine. They 
are the deadly drugs most familiar to 
the public, and fortunately they are 
easily detected. Murder by arsenic Is 
Infinitely clumsy. To begin with, the 
symptoms are marked and peculiar; 
being a metallic product, Its traces i o- 
maln In the body an indefinite time. 


"Last summer a woman In, Barce- 


lona, Spain, confessed that she had 
poisoned her sister with arsenic 15 
years before. The grave was opened 
and the coffin found to contain nothing 
but dust and ashes, but a chemical test 
showed unmistakably the presence of 
the drug. 


"Mrs. Maybriclt was accused of kill- 


Ing her husband with arsenic, and the 
test revealed It plainly not only In the 
remains, but In certain medicines. The 
demonstration was so conclusive that 
she finally arose In court and admitted 
giving him a 'white powder,' but Insist- 
ed that she followed his own express 
directions. 


"One of the most ingenious cases of 


wlsonlng I ever heard of occurred 
some years ago In another state. A 
young physician plotted to kill a 
wealthy farmer. He knew the latter 
was taking quinine for a cold and, 
meeting him one day, asked 10 see 
what size capsules lie used. While 
jretendlng to examine them, hu sllp. 
)ed In one containing strychnine. The 
'armor happened on it nearly a week 
ater and died In convulsions. An au- 
:opsy revealed the poison, but the af- 
'air was a deep mystery until the doc- 
or committed suicide, leaving a writ- 
p confession. 
'•The poisonings that occur In novels 


and on the stage are usually very 
amusing to a student of toxicology," 
sftia the physician In conclusion. 
"I 


remember In 'Sam'l of Posen,' which 
was produced with such success by M. 
B. Curtis, the drummer herb was tem- 
porarily knocked out by a poisoned ci- 
gar. He took two or three whiffs, and 
over he rolled. I would like very much 
to know the name of the drug that 
would produce that sort of effect 


"Nearly all the poisoning In fiction Is 


equally surprising. There is a well 
known English romance In which the 
heroine inhales the fragrance of a 
bunch of roses and Instantly falls dead. 
Needless to say, the ,poisoned perfume 
Is wholly uninown

ligent, companionable little white dogs. 
He was fond of both. They were much 
attached to him and devoted to each 
other. One white pet fell sick, and he 
watched over the little creature. But 
no care sufficed to save It, and It died. 
The loving master said that he himself 
would bury the dog, and he did so. 
frhe living Pomcjraniaa stood by, griev- 
ing as sincerely as the bereaved mas- 
ter. 
But the survivor could never 


again endure I,ord Sandwich, shunned 
[him and was utterly Irreconcilable for 
£11 time. He thought that the master 
•nad killed and burled his canine com- 
rade.—London News.

Selfishness 
bag unbounded influence upon the 
mind, which influence is too often 
present when opinions are formed 
When selflshnes is active wben opin- 
ions are formed about a matter of bus- 
iness or a matter of right, there ia 
likely to be a very decided difference 
in opinion regarding what may be right 
in a matter that is a cause of dis 
agreement. 


Uncle Sam and the historical John 


Ball have a disagreement on hand 
about some ships and their cargoes 
that have been taken in charge by the 
latter named personage, who ia noted 
for his over reaching methods in busi- 
ness and other matters. The disagree 
ment of the Unite! States and Grea 
Britain at present i., abont the seiznr 
by British ships of war upon the high 
seas near to the coast of South Africi 
of American ships laden with flou 
uud breadstnffs consigned to Portu 
guese merchants doing business on 
Portuguese 
territory in the South 


African country. 
When the United 


States directed the attention of Eng- 
land to a violation of the rights of 
American ships and requested aa ex- 
planation, the treaty of 179i, between 
Great Britain and the United States, 
was alluded to by England and backed 
liy a claim of right to arrest and take 
into custody American merchantmen 
whose cargoes were, under British con- 
struction of tho treaty, contraband of 
war. 


The construction given is not by any 


means narrow wben the facts are re- 
viewed in connection with the arrest. 
When it is admitted that the construc- 
tion given by the British government 
to the language of the treaty is correct, 
the ngiit to arrest 13 not disposed of 
by that government. The construc- 
tion given would include the right to 
arrest 
Amurioan ships 
upon 
any 


part, of the high aeas wben Eogland is 
at war, which construction will not be 
accepted by the United Slates, because 
it would include the destruction of 
American commerce 
in all articles 


named as contraband when England 
is at war, which is all the time when it 
can find a savage or half civilized peo- 
ple whose country it covets to make 
war upon. 


American ships whose cargoes are 


consigned to a neutral port in a nen- 
trnl oonttry are uot any more contra- 
band when nearing the port ot con- 
signment than they were wben the 
ships carrying them sailed from the 
home port. The change of the ship's 
relation to the high seas and to the 
port of consignment because of the 
ship's nearness to it, does not change 
the relation of a ship's cargo from o 
oonditiun of poace to a condition of 
war. 


The intent of the parties in time of 


war has much to do with a ship's re- 
lation io war conditions, but the in- 
teut must be arrived at in a reasonable 
way, and surely there is nothing that 
could give evidence of a wrong inten- 
tion when a ship is pursuing its course 
to the port of consignment, which is 
situated in a neutral country that is 
possessed and governed by a neutral 
government.
